House Banking committee today re-

Wolcotl (R-Mlch) to 
a far-reaching housing bill by Rep. 
Patman (D-Tex.) 


Committeemen said the vote did 


not necessarily moan that the hous- 
ing legislation, when finally drawn 
by the committee, would Include 


broadened price and subsidy pro- 
visions. 
Chairman Spcnce (D-Ky) 


said he hoped the committee would 
be able lo turn oul a complete bill 
tomorrow. 


The commttlee also rejected an 


amendment by Rep. Hull (Prog.-

RECIPES FOR USE 
OF GIBLETS MAIN 
DISH SUGGESTED 


The gihlets are some of the least 


appreciated vet most valuable parts 
of chicken or turkey, says 
Vera 


Sneed. County Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent. Too many home cooks 
know only of their use In giblct 
gravy and do not realize their pos- 
sibilities for delicious main dishes. 
Chicken or turkey livers especially 
offer rich value in Iron and all vit- 
amins. Some retail markets today 
sell giblets—hearts, livers and giz- 
zards together—or livers alone b- 
the pound. Giblets also are can- 
ned. 


In preparing giblets Miss Sneed 


says, an Important point to remem- 
ber is that gizzards and 
hearts 


need long slow cooking by simmer- 
Ing to make them tender, but liv- 
ers are tender to begin with, so 
need only brief cooking. In gener- 
al, gizzards and hearts of older 
birds take about twlco as long to 
cook as those of young birds. Gib- 
lets cook more quickly If they are 
cut In pieces first. 


Miss Sneed suggests that an ex- 


cellent dish to serve 5 or 6 people 
Is braised giblets and mushrooms. 
It calls for only 1 pound of giblets 
and 1-2 pound of fresh mushrooms 
or a small tin of 
canned mush- 


rooms. 
| 


To prepare, 
separate gizzards i 


and hearts from livers. Cut all the ! 
meat In small pieces, sprinkle with | 
salt, pepper and flour, and brown 
In fat. The cut-up gizardzs 
and ! 


hearts should then be covered with 
water and simmered In a covered 
pan until tender—1 1-2 to 3 hours. ; 
The cut-up liver needs no further ' 
cooking. 
| 


Remove the giblets from the pan. 


Cut up fresh mushrooms and cook 
5 to 10 minutes In the pan drip- 
pings left by the giblets. Remove 
the mushrooms nnd add to 
the 


cooked giblets. If canled mush- 
room are used, they need no cook- 
Ing. Add them to the giblets and 
save the liquid in the can for the 
gravy. 
| 


Add enough water, milk or mush-! 


room Juice to the pan to make 
8 i 


cups of liquid. Skim off fat from I 
the top. Make the gravy by stir- 
ring Into the liquid 4 to 6 table- 
spoons each of flour and fat, blend- 
ed together. Cook and stir until 
the liquid thickens. Then add tho 
cooked glbletB and 
mushrooms. 


Heat thoroughly. Serve the mix. 
ture hot on toast or with hot fluffy- 
boiled rice.

boom era. We must 
remember 


that, even though there may 
be 


future discoveries of oil In 
this 


county, the days of the oil booms 
are over. Our oil and gas prora- 
tion and conservation laws tend to 
make for an orderly production, 
rather than an immediate get-rich- 
qulck production of oil. The dis- 
covery of a deep field, or fields, in 
Navarro County would undoubted- 
ly bring more people to Corsicana 
and Navarro County, and careful 
city and county planning would en- 
able us to retain as permanent cit- 
izens a good percentage of 
those 


who would come to the county with 
the discovery of deep production. 
When, as and if this occurs, it will 
be our duty to quickly and wisely 
plan to meet this challenge and op- 
portunity.

Sound Industries 


Corvlcana's economic condition 


was improved in the past by the 
good, sound industries that were 
established here and added to its 
growth an economic betterment. 


A few notabla examples were:— 
The establishment of the 
Oil 


City Iron Works In 1887, and the 
Whiteselle Brick Yards about the 
same time. In 1895 Johnston and 
AJken built their oil field equip- 
ment manufacturing plant which 
was incorporated in 1910 as 
the 


American Well and 
Prospecting 


Company and which was re-incor- 
porated last year as 
Bethlehem 


Supply Company. This 
the pioneer oil 
field 


manufacturer In Texas, The Cor- 
sicana Cotton Mills, incorporated 
and built in 1904, was made possi- 
ble largely through 
stock sub- 


scription and 
promotional dona- 


tions by Corsicana citizens. 
The 


Wolf Brand Chill plant, a compa- 
ratively recent establishment, 
Is 


well known throughout Texas and 
the Southwest for Us product. The 
Collin 
Street Bakery's Do Luxe 


Fruit Cake has a national market. 
Corsicana Is also headquarters for 
the K. Wolens Department Stores. 
Starting with ono small store here 
many years ago, the chain now 
numbers 20 in an many Texas cities. 


plant was 
equipment 


but they trace the growth of The Tcx-Sun Glove Company* our 


most recently established industry, 
together with these above named 
and other small Industries, 
have 


supplemented the agricultural and 
mercantile economy of Corsicana 
and brought new citizens and pay- 
rolls to Corsicana. 


Hotel Constructed 


The initative of Corsicana citi- 


zens resulted in the building of 
the Navarro Hotel In 1925 after a 
group of our citizens contributed 
$12,500 to the purchase of the lot 
upon which the Hotel was built. 


Important, if not more important 


than the addition of these indus- 
tries to Corsicana's growth 
and 


development, have been the charac- 
ter building, social 
contributing, 


recreational facilities, athletic and 
physical training phases, the phil- 
anthropic and cultural contribu- 
tions, and livestock and agricul- 
tural projects which In the past 
and even the recent past have giv- 
en a wholesome civic flavor to Cor- 
sicana and Its citizenship. 


It is fortunate for Corsicana that 


Its people have given generously 
to their churches and their YMCA 
because a city, like a man, is not 
fully equipped unless possessed of 
the spiritual qualities. 


YMCA 


The Young Men's Christian As- 


sociation building was built 
in 


1914. Its cost, in excess of $65,000, 
was attained after seven Corsicana 
men each underwrote $5,000 of the 
cost and led the way for public do- 
nations to 
complete the building 


program. The modernization cam- 
paign in 1938 to enlarge, renovate, 
and modernize the YMCA building 
and make It usable for women and 
girls fell short of Ha $88,000 objec- 
tive. The campaign, however, re- 
sulted in necessary repairs 
and 


redecoration. It is my prediction 
that this modernization campaign 
will be successfully finished in the 
not-too-distant future. 


The quiet generosity and leader- 


ship of W T. McElwee. following 
the gift by the Estate of Judge 
W. J. McKle of the camp site for 
the 
Corsicana Camp Fire Girls' 


"Camp Wanica," provided a mod- 
ern lodge and other Improvements 
for the girls of our city. 


The Corfiicana Country 
Club'u 


golf course i« ono of our distinc- 
tive assets. This course is one of 
the best in Texas and is unsurpass- 
ed by that of any Country Club In 
America In a city the size of Corsi- 
cana. The Club's annual Invita- 
tion Tournament in May Is a pop- 
ular event, bringing many golfers 
and much favorable publicity to 
Corsicana. 


Made Athletic History 


In the pastyCorsicana has made 


athletic history. 
The Corsicana 


team in the Texas League in 1902 
holds the world's record for conse- 
cutive 
games won, 27. the most 


runs, hits, and extra 
base 
hits 


made in one game (Corsicana 51- 
Texarkana 3), and the largest per- 
centage of games won during the 
official season when it won the 
Championship. Many outstanding 
baseball players played on that 
and subsequent teams. J. 
Doak 


Roberts of Corsicana became and 
died as President of 
the 
Texas 


League. In latter years the Corsi- 
cana team In the Texas Associa- 
tion won both halves of the split 
season of 1924-1925. 


State Champions 


The Corsicana High School Ti- 


gers won the Texas Intcrscholas- 
tic League Championship in 1932. 
The Tigers went to the semi-finals 
in 1930 and In 1931 and to 
the 


quarter-finals in 1934. They went 
to the bi-district finals in 1933 
These teams, coached by the la- 
mented John A. Pierce, developed 
football players that made outstand- 
ing records on Southwest Confer- 
ence and other higher educational 
football teams. Corsicana produc- 
ed one All-Amerlcan football play- 
er In Robert Wilson in 1935 as half- 
back on SMU's Conference Cham- 
pionship and 
Rose Bowl team. 


When SMU played In the 
Rose 


Bowl on January 1, 1936, four for- 
mer 
Corsicana High School 
Ti- 


gers (Robert Wilson at half-back; 
Robert FInley at full-back; Maco 
Stewart at end; and Billy Stamps 
at 
guard) were on the starting 


line-up, and Leamon 
Phillips, a 


substitute 
tackle, 
played in the

OUT TREES, SHRUBS 
HOME AGENT ADVISES 


If you plan to set out some new 


trees or shrubs on your place this 
year, don't wait much longer. Be- 
fore you know it, tho sap will 
be rising and buds will be swell- 
ing with a spell of mild weather. 


And onco spring has t:et in for 
pod, your good intentions may 
be- wasted. For trees set out too 
late, don't stand much chanco of 
survival, says Miss Jo Ann Milli- 
can, 
assistant county home dem- 
onstration agent. 


If you can, do that planting or 


transplanting- job as soon as "pos- 
sible and preferably after a rain. 
That way your trees and shrubs 
•will 
be well 
established 
before 
leafing out time. And in case you 
ciidn't know, leafing out uses up a 
good deal ot a plant's vitality. 


When you puf, out trees it's ba.st 
to ball and burlay them to k.,cp 
the roots from drying out. 
Now 


about the planting job itself. U-:c 
a spade or n long-handled shovol 
for digging thc hole, and makf» it 
oeep enough, that tho trees will be 
about 
an 
inch 
deeper 
m 
tho 


ground 
than they were in thu 


nursery or the woods 
Be sure 


tho hole is large enough around 
to 
hold 
all the 
roots 
without 


crowding any or curling them up 
toward the surface. 


After you've set the trees, pack 


moist soil firmly around the roots 
hy tarrtping it. If it's possible, a 
good waterng will help settle thc 
earth and get the tree off to a 
good start. 


And when you have time and 


good weather, remember that win- 
tor is the best tlmc for pruning 
shrubs, 
particularly 
evergreenc.
